Originals, ſhewn to them, and by them 
acknowledged ; as alſo the Articles char- 
£ed againit them, TInterrogatories 
made to them , and their Anſwers freely 
Siven without conſtraint , and without 
any kind of Racking or putting to Tor- 
ment ( which for ſearch into the like 
crimes and abominable enormities , 1t is 
cuſtomary to exerciſe there were forc'd 
and drawn from them very many horri- 
ble things, that his Imperial Majeſty , 
although he might immediately have 
commanded their Proceſs and Execution, 
* regard the fa& was ſo notorioully 
evident, and they convicted of it at firits 
Yet he nevertheleſs, by the bounty and 
Srace which to him and the Houſe of 
Auſtria 1s particular and natural, did 
grant them a regular Proceſs of defence , 
in caſe they ſhould have had any thing to 


- alledge for chemſelves , notwithſtanding 


that otherwile 77 crimine leſs Majeſtatis 
it 1s never the cultom : Therefore there 


was appointed by the dire&ion of the

. convenient 7dicinm delegatum ( a High 
Court of Juſtice ) of divers of the Coun» 
cellors; namely, thoſe of the Court of 
the Kingdom, of War, and of the Se- 
nate ofthe Court, and alſo of certain of 
the juriſdiction of rhe lower Auſtria , 
without diſtin&ton or exception of Reli- 
gion. Andit was likewiſe ordered, chat 
the Attorney of the ſaid Councel and 
Chamber of the lower Axſria , ſhould 
inſtitute and exhibit againſt them all 
complaints proper and convenient , as 
appears by the two following Decrees , 
civen as well to the ſaid Court of Juſtice, 
as to the ſaid Attorney of the Chamber. 


The firſt Decree.

Seeing the Caſe requires, that after 
divers examinations of the three Counts, 
of Nadaſdi, Zrin , and Frangepan , 
rouching the Rebellions by them com- 
mitted , there ſhould preſently againſt 
them be inſtituted , formed, and main- 
rained a formal Proceſs; Therefore his 
Imperial Majeſty has eleted , deputed , 
and ordained for this affair , the Lords 
of his Councel, as Judges, and herein has 
alſo commanded the aid and aſlitance of 
his Chancellor of the Court , the Lord 
| : Baron 
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- Baron Hoch, and further has enjoyned 


his Councellor and Attorney of the 
Chamber of the Lower Auſtria , the 
Heer George Frey, Docor in both Laws, 
to examine and ſearch into the actions of 
the ſaid Nadaſdi, Zrin , and —_ 
pan, andfrom thence to draw up a for- 
mal Impeachment againſt the ſaid three 
attainted Counts ; and that he ſhould 
propoſe it publickly before the ſaid 
Lords of the Councel : Wherefore his 
ſaid Imperial Majeſty wills and Com- 
mands expreſly , that the faid Lords 
Councellors aſlemble themſelves withall 
poſſible ſpeed, to conſult together , and 
deliberate orderly how, and in what 
manner ſuch a-proceſs may be managed 
and executed , and thereupon to give 
their unanimous opinions ; and that they 
take advice , mature deliberation, and 


_ exact conſultation, concerning the accu- 


ſations and impeachments prepared by 
the ſaid Attorney of the Chamber againit 
the Counts Nadaſds , Zrin, and Fran- 
Fepan; asalſo of the defences pleaded by 


their Advocates which are granted and 


allowed them to have in this cauſe ; and 


B-3-- after 
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after which to Judge and 'give Sentence , 
ſo, as they ſhall find in their Conſci- 
ences to be right , equitable , and juſt; 
and to which they ſhall be ablero anſwer 
at the great day ofthe Reſurre&ion, yet 
without publiſhing their ſaid Sentence, 
until they ſhall have delivered both that, 
and the Motives which move them to it , 
ro his ſaid Imperial Majeſty for his laſt 
reſolution. And ifin caſe that all the ſaid 
Councellors cannot be preſent, or attend 
there, the ſaid Hocher hath power and 
authority given him to a& nevertheleſs 
with the other Councellors for the form 
of the Proceſs, until the Sentence inclu- 
ſively, or tochooſe other Councellors ; 
all which the ſaid Councellors will know 
how faithfully ro perform , they being 
well affected to his Imperial Majeſty.

By his Roman Imperial Majeſty , and 
alſo Royal in Hungaria and Bohemia, 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria , our Lord; to 
his Councellor and Attorney of the 
Lower Auſiria , the Heer George Frey , 
Door in both Laws , it is declared by 
theſe preſents. 

Seeing that after many informations 
againſt the three Counts Nadaſdi, Zrin, 
and Frangepan , touching their perpe- 


' trated Rebellion, there is ſpeedily to be 


inſtitured, formed, and mannaged a pro- 
per and convenient Proceſs; and that art. 
preſent his ſaid Imperial Majeſty has or- 
dained and conſtituted in this cauſe for 
the High Court of Juſtice , his Privy 
Conncellor , Gentleman of the Cham- 
ber , Chancellor of the Court , Field 
Marſhal, Lieutenant and Superintendent : 
alſo the Councellors of the Government 
of the Lower Auſtria, the Court of Par- 
liament, the Court of War , the Lord 
7<h 1 Paul Hocher Baron of Hochengraen, 
the Lord Godlief Earl of Windiſchgrats,

alſo reſolved thar the faid Attorney of 
the Chamber ſhall draw up his accuſa- 
tion and impeachment againſt the ſaid 
three Counts , and ſhall charge them 
with it, and propoſe it againſt them pub- 
lickly before the ſaid Councellors,where- 
fore the crimes and forfeitures hereto. 
annexed of the ſaid Nadaſdi, Zrin , and 
Frangepan, are to be communicated ts 
chem, to the end that they may examine 
them, and read themduely and truely , 
and from them might form an impeach- 


ment in order againſt the faid Counts 
Nadaſat, 
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 Nadaſdi, Zrin , and Frangepan , and 


may forthwith detiver it to thefaid Lords 


'Councellors; and in both one and the 


other caſe,where it ſhall be requiſite,may 
a and proſecute effectively and exactly, 
as It is the cuſtom in the like Proceſſes, 
Moreover they hall be obliged to give 


acknowledgment, -or recejpr , that they 


have received the ſaid Acts according to 
-the'Specification hereunto annexed , and 
they iſhall do what is reaſonable therein.

"When thereſore'by the ſaid Attorney 
cf the'Qhaniber the accuſarions againft 


-the:three'Counts were exhibited one after 


the other ., and :they having been exa- 


-mined:in order as above, with prefixions 


of the accuſtomed Term of che-Country., 
of {ix weeksand three dayes, the Count 
of yas ar'firſt, by writing-renoun- 
.ced his defenſives with expreſs words,and 


.that upon his confeſſion. already .made to 


the Articles, he could not;nor would not 
anſwer, .neither by himſelf, nor by an 
| : = Adve- 
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Advocate; on the date of the 5th. of 


Atarch, 1671. But the defences of the 
two other Counts , namely , of Zerin;, 
and Frangepani , againlt the accuſations 
of the Attorney of the Chamber, having 
been pleaded ; the faid Attorney of the 
Chamber in his concluſion, and they 1n 
their contrary conclulion , by the two 
Advocates which were given for their 
alliſtance , ro wit, Adam Ignati!s Strelle, 
and Fohn Eylers , both Doctors in Law, 
and Sworn Advocates in this place, hav- 
ing been heard thereupon , and the de- 
fence given in writing , and alſo the two 
Procefles collationed 1n order, and ſealed, 
they were delivered and exhibited to the 
ſaid Councel, and Court of Juſtice. 


There was alſo again ſubminiſtred to 


the Chancellour of the Court , a Decree 
of the 30th. of March, 1671. touching 
the drawing up of the Sentence , of the 
tenour following.

Our moſt merci- 
ful Lord, it is made known to his Coun- 
cellour in Ordinary, and Chancellour 06 
the Court , the Lord: fohs Paul Hocher 
Baron of Hocnergraen, that his ſaid Im- 
perial Majeſty, on the 20th. of Seprember 
of the palt year, reſolved and ordainel 
that after many examinations of the Ar- 
reſted Counts, Nadaſdi , Zrin , and 
Franzeparn , touching their Rebellion , 
there ſhould. be inſtituted a formal Pro- 
ceſs, with nomination of the Lords of the 
Councels for Judges in this Cauſe , and 
Commitiion given to the ſaid Lord Chan- 
cellor to aid and afhilt herein. 

Wherefore now the exigency of the- 
Caſe requires, that by all means rhe ſaid 
Proceſs ſhould be carried on, and ſpee- 
dily be brought to an end. And for as- 
much as it 1s alſo the will of hisfaid Im- 
perial Majeſty, that the ſaid Chancellor 
of tke Court , together with the other 
Lords. of the Councel and Commiſlio- 
ners appointed for this bulineſs , ſhould 
diſpatch and expedite the ſaid Proceſſes 
in order ; therefore alchough they ſhould 
not all be preſent, the Chancellor = 
rae 
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the Court ſhall nevertheleſs proceed 
therein, with rke other Councellors, to 
draw up, and make ready the Sentence , 
yet to keep it cloſe , and private, and 
1a no wiſe publiſh it ; but before the 
pronouncing thereof, and the-motives ſo 
concealed, to ſend them ro this Court, 
and attend what his Imperial Majeſty 
ſhall further order them to do; all which 
they will know well how to execute ac- 


cording to the form of Law, as remaining 


very affectionate for his Imperial Ma- 
jeſties Service. Signedat YVienna, under 
his Imperial Privy Seal, this 30th, of 
Aarch, in the year 1671. 


Therefore the ſaid High Court of 


Fuſtice was bulte and employed many 
dayes, in hearing and examining at large 
the ſaid three Proceſſes , and what con- 
cern'd them , the ſaid Counce] meeting 
together daily, from fix of the cleck in 
the forenoon, until twelve , and in the 
afternoon from three of the clock until 
eight art night , in the Chamber of the 
Commiſſionary Government of the 
Lower Anſtria; and finally attended , 

| | | whilſt 
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whilit the ſaid Preſident and Chancellor 
of the Court had paſſed their Sentence 
upon the information and votes which 
had been given in , that-ſo a conclulion 
might be put to the cauſe ; the ſaid 
Court,in conſequence of the conſultations 
to each Proceſs, prepared to form the 
Sentence, at which were preſent all the 
ſaid Commiſſioners , except the Earl of 


' . Windeſchgratz , and the Earl of Wind-

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hagen , who all formed and unanimouſly 
agreed upon the Sentence hereafter de- 
clared. 

Whereupon his faid Imperial Majelty 
reported at a Privy conference , theſe 


' three Proceſſes, and the Sentence given 


by the ſaid Court of Juſtice, there to de- 
liberate and conſult upon them : The 
which Court having underſtood what 
was therein contained, and after they 
had throughly conlidered both the one 
and the other, and found that by his Im- 
perial Majeſty, had been appointed ſuch 
perſ9ns as were ſufficiently qualified for 
the forming the ſaid Proceſſes, on whoſe 
Faith , Loyalty , Wiſdom , and Judg- 
ment, his ſaid Imperial Majeſty m__ 
| rely, 
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rely, confide, and repoſe : And fecondly, 
that the ſaid Proceſſes had been ſo juſtly 
managed and carryed on by direction of 
the Chancellor of the Courc, fo confor- 
mable to the Law, and with ſuch mode- 
ration, as well in the manner cf the pro- 
poſitions, as in the matter it felif, rhat 
rhere was nothing could be added or cor- 
rected : For which reaſons the ſaid Pri- 
vy conference quickly conformed to, and 
eatirely agreed with the ſaid High Court 
of Juſtice, giving their conſear, and their 
advice for the conſequence , by the ſaid 
Councellors of the Court, and Privy Se- 
cretary,. the Heers of _4zcle and of Lec- 

1d, which was done from between ſeven 
of the clock in the morning , and twelve 
at Noon. ; 

All which, together with al] the Pro- 
ceſſes, the reaſons and Sentence of the 
High Court of Juſtice , his Imperial 
Majeſty , for the more ſecurity and tran- 
quillity of bis tender conſcience , cauſed 
ro be reported in full Councel, and in 
the preſence of his Privy Councel, com- 
poſed by theſe perſons following, name- 
ly, the Duke of Sagan, Lord High Ste-

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ward; the Lord Ferdinand, Prince of 
Dietrichſteen, Principal Steward to her 
Majeſty, the Roman Empreſs now reign- 
ing; the Lord fohan Adolf, Count of 
Swartſenburgh, Prelident of the Councel 
of the Court of the Empire; the Lord 
7ohna Maximilian, Count of Lamberg, his 
Majelties chief Gentleman of the Cham- 
ber; the Lord Bernardus Tonatins,Count 
of /Aartinits, Viſcount of Bohzmia; the 
Lord Jobha Harwich, Count of Nonſtrets, 
principal Chancellor of the Court 1n Bo- 
hemia; the Lord Henry Willielm, Count 
of Starember,chief Marſhal of the Court; 
the Lord Raymond de Montccuculli,Prell- 
dent of the Councel of War of the 
Court, and Lieutenant General ; the 
Lord George Lodwi k, Count of Smitzen- 
dorf,, Prelident of the Chamber of the 
Court ; the Lord Woff Engelbrecht,Count 
of Aveyberg, Field Captain in Crai:: ; the 
Lord Gundacker,Count of Diedrech/tcyr,

thar the ſaid Relation and report was well 
conlidered, and that the ſaid Lords of 
the Councel had unanimouſly and poſi- 
tively declared thar the three Procefles 
had been very well diſpatched , and the 
three Sentences duly and Jawfully form- 
ed. his ſaid Imperial Majeſty reſolved 
and concluded that Law , Equity . and 
Juſtice ſhould be adminiſtred , and that 
in conformity to the ſaid three Sentences 
ſhould be confiſcated all the_Eftates and 
Goods of the ſaid three Criminals , and 
that the remembrance of their Names 
ſhould be aboliſhed and raced out of the 
World, 
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world, and that their Perſons ſhould be 
committed into the hands of the Hang- 
man , and that they ſhould have their 
right hands and heads cut off. The which 
as follows was performed , viz. Nadaſdi 
in this City of Yzenna; but the other two 
in the City of Newſtadt. 

Wherefore for the executing of all 
this, and for pronouncing the Sentence 
of Death upon the ſaid Criminals , and 
for their aſſiſtance, his Imperial Majeſty 
ordered and appointed out of the num- 
ber of the Judges of the High Court of 
Juſtice, the Councellors of the Gentry, 
and Learned men which follow , viz. 
the fore-mentioned Lords of Abele , the 
Councellor of the Regiment , and the 
Heer Adolitor, 
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Here follows a Relation, how, and 
inwiat manner the Execution of 


Nadaſdi was performed at Vi- 


enna 5 with the appendance and 


and dependance thereof. 


O ſoonas the Sentence of the High 

Court of Juſtice, as hath been rela- 
ted, was communicated to his ſaid Im- 
perial Majeſty, and that he had thereupon 
reſolved and concluded that Juitice 
ſhould be adminiſtred, and that the ſaid 
Nadaſdi ſhould accordingly ſuffer 
Death ; and thit alſo for thoſe reafons 
he ſhould be removed from the Prifon of 
the Gentry to the Sradr-harſe of the City 
of Yienna : His ſaid Imperial Majeſty 
cauſed it to be declared amongſt others 
to his Privy Councellor, Gentleman of 
the Chamber, and Field Marſhal , 
the Lord Ferdinandis Maximilianus, 


Count of Sprantſenſteyn, by a particular . 


Decree of the Court; wherefore in an 
inſtant, and betimes in the morning-in 
the ſaid Houſe,he ordered to be aſſ-mbled

the Gentry and Nobility , and cauſed 
them toconſult and deliberate upon the 
Sentence of Death given , what on their

By the Court of Juſtice of the Gentry 
and Nobility of the Lower Auſtria , the 
Heer George Achats Dornhsffer ,Orator of

from the Society of the Gentry of rhe 
Lower Auſtria : wherefore rhe ſaid 
Orator ſhall declare to the ſaid Count 
Nadaſdi this his excluſion : Of which 
publication he ſhall alſo make report to 
us, together with the circumſtances of 
this expedition , in returning back this 
Decree. Madeat the ſaid Vienna in the 
Juſtice Hall of the Gentry of the Camp , 
this 27th. of April, 1671. 

And the lateral aſſiſtant Judges of the 
ſaid Criminal Court, vere the moſt No- 
ble Members of the Empire of the order 
and ſtate of the Nobilicy ; namely, the 
Lord Ferdinand, Count of Herberſteyn, 
Lord Ferdinand, Count of Rueber , Lord 
Chriſtoff, Count Althan , Lord John W1il- 
lielmus,Count of Abenſberg and Frann , 
Lord Caſimire de Pertſchovits, Baron ; and 
Lord fobn Kaldtſmiet, Baron of Eiſen- 
berg.

The faid 27th. day of April, wi:h hts 
Imperial Majeſties Order and Command, 
it was enjoyned and given in charge by 
the Honourable Ceuncel of War , to 
his Privy Councellor, Gentleman of the 
Chamber , Field Marſhal General], and 
Superintendant of rhe City in this place, 
the Count of Sovches, that with his Regj- 
. ment the very ſame evening , the faid 
Count of Nadaſdi ſhould be removed 
from the Houſe of rhe Gentry 1nto the 
Stare-houſe, and that there he ſhould be 
delivered tothe Imperial Councel , and 
Judge of the City, called the Heer 7ohz 
Moſer , who immediately ſent out his 
Commiſſion to his principal Serjeant 
Major, Gentleman of the Chamber , the 
Lord Willielm , foha Aathons Count of 
Thaun , and to Captain Fredrick, Sigiſ- 
munds , Arnold ds Lebenan , to cauſe 
the order to be put in execution.

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The Wedneſday following being the 
29th. day betimes in the morning , he 
made his general confeſſion with a con- 
trite heart, powring out tears of repen- 
tance ; He alſo heard three Maſſes on his 
knees the ſame day; and during the third 
he received the Sacrament with great 
devotion. x 

All the ſaid day, and the night follow- 
ing, as alſo all the time afrer his Sentence

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Gorfay, having helped him to put on his 
night Gown, tyed up his hair , and 
blinded his eyes; the faid Nadaſai cry- 
ing out ſeven times, feſis Afaria, received 
'thus as he fate , the Executioners blow, 
wich ſuch agility and dexterity ,as at thct 
only ſtroak his Head fell to the ground, 
his. Body remaining ſtill in the Chair, 
until it was put into the Coffin. 

After the Execution was thus perfor- 
med, and accompliſhed , the body was 
Put by four perſons masked into the 
Coffin, and carried into the great place 
before the Stadt-Houſe, where it was ſet. 
upon a low Scaffold covered with biack 
cloath, to be expoſed for ſome time. to 
the people, to appeaſe them. 

Towards. the evening the ſaid Body 
was carryed to the Auguſtine Friers, 
without the City. |

When they were come to tl.e Mag 

zine, they were advertiſed that amome 
before, the Count Zerin bad famted 
| away, but that they had quickly. reco- 
vered him again, by the ſmell of a little 
Baum, and ſome Cordial waters ; which 
fainrneſs had come upon him , not only 
by reaſon of the apprehen(ion and horror 
of Death, wherewith he muſt neceſlarily 
be ſeized ; but alſo becauſe he had 
ſcarcely eaten or drank any thing in al- 
molt three dayes or thereabouts, having 
a mind to have kill'd himſeif by his abſti- 
nence. This illneſs being paſt, he took 
leave of his Imperial Majeſty, with a 
nio{t humble ſubmiflion , craving his 
pardon, 
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pardon, and teſtifying a great deal of 
repentance for his faults, After which, 
he gave the Lord Abcle, a Letter of fare- 
wa: addreſſ:d to the Counteſs of Zerin 
at Grafs ; The Superſcription whereof, 
 waswritten in the Germa?
